PITH OF THE CHINESE QUESTION. 


As the Democracy ocracy hated the negro 


in the days of yore, even so is the 
measure of its present hatred to the 
‘little brown man” from China. It 
is not to be: understood tbat this 
hatred is malicious and genuine; op 
the contrary, it is simply a make- 
believe, Pickwickian sentiment. Just 
now the man from. the Yellow Sea is 

an object .of peculiar and absorbing 
satertet to the politicians of both 
parties, because he is the disturbing 
element in the social economy of the 
Pacific States. “Now that these States 
have sectred legislation on the Chinese 
question—have limited his coming 
hither for a time—the Democracy of 
‘California are disposed to go their 
Republican brethren “ene better.” 
If, as the Washington National Re- 
publican puts.it, the Republicans will 
limit Chinese immigration, the Demo- 
crats will prohibit it; if the Republi- 
cans-will prohibit, they will expel; if 
the Republicans will expel, they will 
kill; and finally, if the Republicans 
will kill also, they will draw, quarter 
and burn. In the simple business of 
hating the Chiuese, the ‘Democrats 
would seem to have resolved to go the 
Republicans one better.

' EDITORIAL NOTES. 


Housekeepers who buy fruit and 
vegetables from Chinese peddlers 
should understand that these commod- 
ities are stored in filthy dens in China- 
town, under the bunks in which the 
peddlers sleep; and are usually covered 
by dirty stockings and other articles 
of wearing apparel.

A DEAD MAN’S DIARY. 

Extracts from Licutenant De Long's 

Journal, Showing How He and His 

Companions Starved to Death in 

WasutnerTon, June 26. 

The Navy Department is in receipt 
of areport from Engineer Melville, 
giving in detail the story of his search 
for De Leng and party and the dis- 
covery of their dead bodies. The fol- 
Jowing extracts are from De Long’s 
note book: . | 

Under date of Monday, October 3d, 
De Long writes that the party thought 
they saw a hut, but-upon reaching the 
spot they found only a mound. A 
camp was made in a hole in the bluff, 
and a roaring fire was soon drying 
and burning their clothes, while a 
cold wind ate into their backs. 
Nothing was left to eat but their dog, 
which was killed and dressed, and a 
stew made of such parts as could not 
be cured. All took the stew except 
De Long. Alexy was sent to ex- 
amine what they thought was a hut, 
and came back at night with a favor- 
able report. It was decided to wait 
until morning before leaving. It was 
then below zero. A watch was set to 
keep the fire from going out, and all 
huddled around, and thus a night 
without sleep was passed. If Alexy 


had not wrapped his sealskin around 
De Long.and kept him warm by the 
heat of his body, he (De Long) thinks 
he would have perished, as he was 
steamed and shivered. At 8 a.m. the 
party reached a hut large enough to 
old them, and for the first time since 
Saturday they managed to get warm. 
Erickson was very low, and prayers 
were read for him before the others 
sought rest. At 10 a. m. all except 
Alexy had lain down to sleep. 
Alexy went off to hunt, and at noon 
returned wet, having fallen into the 
river. At 6 P.M. they ruused up. 


SHOT RATIONS. 


Dog meat for each person and acup 
of tea were the day’s allowance, but 
they were so grateful that they were 
not exposed to the terrible storm which 
was raging that they did not mind the 
sbort ratiuns. On Wednesday they 
had tea and dog meat for breakfast. 
Alexy in went off hunting andj 
camé back with nothing. On Thurs- 
day they had acup of third-hand tea, 
with half an ounce of alcohol in it. 
Alexy was again sent out to hunt, and 
Erickson died while he was gone. 
Alexy returned empty-handed. The 
notes at this point say: ‘‘ What in 
God’s name is going to become of us?” 
Fourteen pounds of dog meat would 
last twenty-five miles—te a possible 
settlement. They could not dig a 
grave for Erickson, as the ground was 
frozen too hard and they had nothing 
to dig with; so they sewed his body up 
in the flaps of a tent, covered him 
with their flags and buried him in the 
tiver. Five volleys from their Rem- 
ipgtons were fired over him. 

Under date of October 6th the notes 
say: “117th day. Breakfast consisted 
of the last half pound of dog meat 
and tea.” 

THE LAST GRAIN OF TEA 


Was put io the kettle, and we are 
now about to undertake a jouroey of 
twenty-five miles with some old tea 
leaves and two quarts of alcohol. How- 
ever, I trust in God, and I believe that 
He who has fed us thus far will not 
suffer us to die of want.” The party 
left the hut. They got under way at 
8:50 a. m., and proceeded until 11 :20 
A.M., by which time they had made 
about three miles, and were all pretty 
well done up. They had half an ounce 
of alcohol in a pot of tea; went ahead 
and soon struck what seemed to be 
the main river again. Here four of 
the party broke through the ice in try- 
ing to cross. Fearing frost-bite a fire 
was built, Alexy was sent ferward 
to look for fuod, but directed not to 
go far nor stay long. He came back 
at 5:30 with one plarmigan, of which 
soup was made, and with it aod half 
an ounce of alcohol they made their

CORPUS CHRISTI. 


How the Spanish Ceremony Struck an 
Intelligent Tourist. 


A correspondent of the Reno Ga- 
ZETTE at Santa Barbara gives the fol- 


lowing interesting description ef Span- 
ish Catholic services: 


Those Christians who are not used 
to hearing their religion punctuated 
with eee grave and mixed up with 
brass bands, would have found a con- 
trastive spectacle at the Francisean 
Monastery of Santa + em on this 
Corpus Christi day. After the dele- 
bration of High in this antique 
mission, dim with religious-light, gro- 
tesque in its mural paintings, adorned 
with realistic pictures of purgatory 
and hell, and with figures of Christ, 
the in, St. Joseph, etc., a proces 
sion formed. It consisted, first, 
of a company of young girls, dressed 
in white and with white lace veils 
over their heads, shrouding their faces 
like nuns, and falling to their feet. 
These walked backwards, strewing 
flowers.on the path the priests were 
to tread. Next to them came seven 
stall boys, clad in red frocks or 
skirts, that of the leader being satin 
while the rest were of a coarse serge. 
A white tunic covered the skirts. 
Each ot these carried lighted candles, 
two being in large brass candlesticks 
and the rest in lanterns stuck on the 
tops of painted poles. Then came a 
lay brother, bareheaded, and dressed 
in the gray frock of 


‘ THE FRANCISCAN ORDER, 


With the significant cord about his 
waist and saoda!s on his bare feet. 
He carried a large silver-gilt crucifix, 

stuck on the top of a pole ; and just 
below*the crucifix was a piece of white 
brocade, gathered in folds at the top, 
but so stiff with gold lace as to widen 
out at the bottom. Following him 
came an elegantly embroidered silk 
canopy, supported at each corner on 
poles, carried by devout young men, 
and under this canopy walked good 
old Father Sanchez, carrying the Hust, 

which was wrapped in a large siik 
cloth, surmounted by a richly gilt 
crucifix. Father Sanchez’s shaven 
crown, his corpulent figure, protuber- 
ant eyes looking in two directions, his 
old-mannish tones as he recited the 
prayers, his tottering limbs, so stiff 
with rheumatism as to make each of 
his frequent genuflexions paioful, and 
hia gorgeous robes of white silky in- 

terwoven with silver and brilliant 
with gaudy flowers worked by the 
needle—all these were too real to be 
an imitation; and yet the tout ensemble 
was so mediaeval and sv much of an 
apachronism as to seem like a picture 
taken in Spain five centuries ago. 
One of the’ choir boys, walking reve- 

rentially backward, annouaced to the 
crowd the coming of the Host, by 
violently ringing ttireé beils, which 
were conveniently fastened to a bleck 
of wood he carried in bis hand. 


FATHER SANCHEZ 


Was accompanied by a devout friar as 
assistant celebrant and by two other 
guantones, who swung silver censers, 
whose rattling chains .were somewhat 
discordant with the minor key in 
which the prayers and psalms were in- 
toned. 

Just as the slow procession, having 
filed. down the aisle, reached the door 
of the cathedral, the jangling bells and 
clanging brass band, with the beat of 
drums broke forth, and unenlightened 
Protestants were startled by the boom- 

ing of cannon close by. The scene at 
this moment was picturesque and 
quaint. From the porch of the church 
there is a grand outlook over the town 
of Santa Barbara to the blue and 
placid waters whese background is the 
Channel Islands, curtained with fog. 
The rugged and sunburned Santa Ynez 
range lifts its lofty barrier wall upon 
the east; the sloping vineyards of the 
mesa rise upon the west. Low, one- 

story adobe houses crowned with red 
tiles, abandoned olive groves, dilapi 

dated reservoirs and the otice beauti- 
ful fountain—these were in the fore- 
ground. Immediately around and an- 
der the shadow of the massive walls 
was a swarthy crowd, tinting up from 
the fall darkness of the Indian to the 
lighter hues of our own race. Ibn 
some the coarse, straight black hair 
came low down over the eyes, leaving 
little torehead and less temples; old 
wrinkled crones, muffled. up in black 
shawls which swathed their heads, 

necks and shoulders, used only at home 
to squatting on raw hides, had risen 
from the cathedral floor and now 
peered at the host as if it were a real 
mifacle. Girls, mature at 12, and 
whose good looks had all gone ‘at 20, 

dames, all powdered and portly at 
thirty—old men. serious and young 
men nonchalant, and a sprinkling of 
babies, made up the crowd. 


THE PROCESSION 


Has reached the porch steps; careful 
women stretch supporting bands to the 
girls as they still keep hacking; the 
beys shade their lighted candles from 
the wind; the crucifix bearer sidles 
down; Father Sanchez leans upon his 
assistant, the bearers are wary of them- 
1] selves and of the canopy and all reach 
the ground io safety. The blatant 
dram and trumpets posted alongside, 
the noisy bells in the towers overhead 
and the exploding gunpowder drown 
the droning of the priests

on either side. The Sacred Host 
advances; the censers are filled up and 
smoke; Father Sanchez reverently 
places the Host before the infant 
Jesus, and all kneel adoringly. Pray- 
ers are intoned; psalms are su ng and 
the service at this shrine is ende 

Father Sanchez takes the Host again. 
The girls proceed to scatter more flow- 
ers on the path to the next shtine and 
the procession moves on, A woman 
takes the image of Jesus and some men 
quickly gather up the carpets on which 
the priests had knelt and carry them 
to the next shrine. There are three of 
these shrines, and all having been 
visited with the same ceremonies, the 
procession slowly wends its way back 
to the Cathedral. 

In the afternoon, much the same 
ceremonies are gone through with, ex- 
cept that instead of the infant Jesus, 
an image of the Virgin Mary visits 
the shrines. This image is about three 
feet high, crowned with a metal tiara 
and with a child in her arms. This is 
fastened upon a light bier and carried 
by girls, who follow the priest to the 
shrines, and there join in singing 
hymns to “Santa Maria.” 

STRAY REMARKS. 

As the Franciscans are the only 
order (so I am told) which holds such 
exhibitions, and this being their sole 
monastery in the United States, this 
display is the only one of the kind in 
the country. It was very Spanish, 

very mediaeval and outre—a sort of 
odd patch on the national garment. 
About February first, this year, the 
drought having been unusually pro- 
longed, a similar procession with brass 
accompaniment and cason was had, 
and the windows of Heaven were 
opened and a gracious rain followed. 

As all the services which were not in 
Latin were in Spanish, we poor En- 
glish Protestants could gain littleinfor- 
mation of what was going on, although 
our neighbors in the crowd were cour- 
teous and anxious to inform us. 

So the day closes, with the convic- 
tion that one half the world don’t knew 
what the other half believe. To us 
the whole was a childish mumery— 
while to them it expressed, by outward 
act, a reverential feeling, and led them, 
perhaps, from sensual things to spirit- 
ual ones.
